“Sec. 3499 V.S. Qualifications of Voters. A male or female citi- 
zen twenty-one years of age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and 
whose list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual assess- 
ment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll and old age assist- 
ance taxes due such town were paid prior to January 1 preceding 
such town meeting, or who has attained the age of twenty-one years 
subsequent to the last annual assessment and resided in the town 
since April 1 last preceding, or who is exempt from taxation for 
any cause, shall, while residing in such town, be a voter in town 
meeting ; but such citizen if a resident of any incorporated village 
within such town, shall not vote in town meeting for town road 
commissioner unless at least fifteen percent of the last highway tax 
of such incorporated village has been paid to the town treasurer to 
be expended upon the highways of the town outside of such in- 
corporated village.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


It would appear at the closing of the books on December 31, that 
the Town was some $15,000 in debt. Actually, the picture is much 
brighter. 


This summer, in addition to the Route 8 job, the State of Ver- 
‘mont and Mt. Snow Corporation improved the Handle Road into 
the ski area. The typical financing of a job such as this is for the 
Town to pay the initial cost and then be re-imbursed by the State 
after the proper receipted vouchers for labor, materials, etc., have 
been sent to Montpelier. The Handle Road job amounted to 
$6,595.53 and the Route 8 job was $15,774.45. 


It is this money plus an additional $1,400 winter work money due 
}us from the State that was not received in time to show when the 
i books were audited. 


It would probably be of interest to all to know the cost of the 
| Route 8 job which resulted in the Town getting a start on black top, 
}which probably would have been delayed several years yet if we 
/handled.it ourselves.

Under the proposed Selectmen’s budget will be a $ .50 tax for a 
black top fund. It appears to be the general concensus that we should 
continue to hard surface our main roads now that we have made a 
start on them.

It would appear wise to 
hard top those sections now that there is still a good base and a good 
surface on them, rather than to let them wash and need re-surfacing 
again in the near future. Although main roads seem to be stressed, 
this would also hold true for some of our Town Highways or 


side roads.

REPORT OF JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
DOVER REPRESENTATIVES TO THE UNION DISTRICT 


Two years ago the Dover School Board received a warning to 
start looking for another High School due to the overcrowded 
conditions in Brattleboro. Since our election last March we have 
been meeting with the representatives from nine other towns. This 
Committee recommends a Union District which will buy and oper- 
ate the present High School and build an addition for the 7th and 
8th grades behind it. Because we send our pupils to two High 
Schools and cannot commit ourselves to one school, the Committee 
has decided not to include Dover in the Union District warning. 
However this Committee will recommend to the Vermont State 
Board of Education that any Dover pupils who wish to attend 
Brattleboro High School be allowed to do so. The Dover pupils in 
case of another crisis could not be turned away without the permis- 
sion of the State Board. 


In other words, Dover students who choose Brattleboro High 
School may go there by paying the same rate as that paid by the 
Union District pupils. Our one loss is a vote on the Union Dis- 
trict Board. 


We three think that this is the most satisfactory solution of this 
problem for Dover and we now asked to be discharged.

The School Board recommends a school tax of $2.30 on the 
Grand List for current operating expenses and an additional sum 
toward capital school expenses in keeping with the procedure of the 
past two years. 

In connection with Article 16 of last year’s report which asked 
for money for study of cost of combined elementary schools, Dover 
and Newfane voted yes and Townshend voted no which eliminated 
the area study. 

In the next six years we will have 33 pupils entering the East 


Dover school and 11 graduating. Therefore we submit the follow- 
ing recommendations for your consideration : 


1. Build an additional room on the present East Dover School 
to accommodate the increased enrollment in East Dover and con- 
tinue with the same arrangement with Wilmington as long as it is 
possible, for the West Dover children. 


2. Build a central school to accommodate all Dover children. 


We are getting estimates now so that we will be able to recom-. 
mend at Town Meeting the capital school tax necessary for the 
much needed room in East Dover.

I herewith submit a report of public health nursing services 
rendered to the citizens of Dover by the Vermont Health Depart- 
ment during 1955. 


We in the Vermont Health Department will remember 1955 as. 
the year in which Salk vaccine for the prevention of Infantile Pa- 
ralysis was first given. The administration of this program has) 
taken much time and planning on the part of the staff of the Health) 
Department, and also many hours of volunteer work on the part! 
of local physicians, nurses and lay people. Without the help of these 
local people it would have been impossible to carry on either the’ 
Salk vaccine program or many of the other phases of the public | 
health nursing program, and we wish to say thank you for ourselves: 
and for the children who have benefited. | 


By local arrangement East Dover children in grades 1 and 2) 
whose parents gave permission were twice transported to Town-- 
shend to receive innoculations of Salk vaccine which was purchased/| 
for children in this age group by the National Foundation for In-. 
fantile Paralysis. Children attending Wilmington school received) 
Salk vaccine there. 8 Dover children received 2 doses of this: 
vaccine. 


In November and December Salk vaccine was made available: 
for children in other age groups by the Vermont Health Depart-| 
ment. 12 children received 2 doses of this at a clinic held by Dr. C.. 
G. Otis at East Dover. 


Two medical conferences were held at which 18 children under 6 
and 21 school age children were given physical examinations and! 
immunizations by Dr. C. N. Leach and Dr. Milton Wolf. 


Ninety-seven visits were made to 49 persons to discuss health) 
problems. | 


Twenty-eight other visits were made, most of which were to the 
school to assist the teacher with vision and hearing testing, or with|

This is our twentieth annual report to the citizens of the Town 
of Dover on State payments in your municipality of various types 
of assistance and welfare during 1955. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained reason- 
ably stable for four years. The number aided in the Totally and 
Permanently Disabled program has continued to increase. Old Age 
Assistance and Blind Assistance caseloads have declined. The im- 
pact of the Social Security Insurance programs have not been fully 
realized in Vermont but will be a continuing factor in the reduction 
of case loads as an increasing number of our people attain a fully 
insured status. At the present time less than 50% of the aged popu- 
lation in Vermont, sixty-five years or over, are entitled to Social 
Security benefits. The towns and cities participated financially in 
two of the programs as indicated below. Administrative expenses 
for the four types of Public Assistance have always been among the 
lowest in the nation.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Although it is probably common knowledge now, it would ap- 
pear appropriate to mention the black top job that was done last 
fall on the road to Mt. Snow. The State of Vermont paid $20,000 
toward the cost and the Town of Dover $1,000. Some of that 
money is in balance at present and will go toward the completion of 
that road as far as the bridge past the Mt. Snow farm. It would also 
be of interest to know that the black topped portion of what we call 
the Handle Road is under the state aid system now. It is now re- 
ferred to as State Aid Road No. 5. We felt justified in applying for 
that status on the road due to the above normal traffic and the cost 
of maintenance. The State in the future will bear 2/3 the cost of any 
re-surfacing that the road may require. We also receive $50 extra in 
winter aid money. 

We expected, as you know, to build two new bridges and black 
top a section of the road through East Dover last summer. The 
State pays 80% of the cost of bridges and also puts up $2 for every 
one the Town raises for black top. Due to the above average num- 
ber of applications for bridge money all over the State, the State 
Highway Department could not match the money we raised for that 
job.We have re-applied for this money and perhaps by Town Meet- 
ing we will have had the o.k. by the State. We are quite sure the 
bridges will be in and the black top finished early in the summer. It 
_ might be comforting to know that the balance of the money raised 
for the East Dover job is in a special account in the bank and not 
spent elsewhere as was the rumor. Now would be a good time to 
insert some old advice, do not believe all you hear. 

Due to the building of the new school on Dover Common and the 
consequent transportation of the West Dover pupils to that place, it 
seems a necessitv now to widen and improve that section of the 
road from West Dover past Mr. Fitch’s place. The cost of this job 
will be reflected in our budget under highway and bridges. 

One item worthy of mention would be the Multi-Plate Pipe Arch 
bridge that we installed last fall just past the Mt. Snow Farm. The 
Federal Forest Service paid the entire cost of the job, as the Handle 


Road is one of the access roads to the National Forest, and included 
in their budget is bridge and highway money which they appropri- 
ite to the different towns in the State that have National Forest 
land within their boundaries. We are much relieved that this job 
was accomplished without expense to the Town as we would have 
had to do it with tax money in the near future. 

Also accomplished this year was the re-planking, new guard rails 
und tarring of the Goose City bridge, widening and ditching of 
Dover Hill and work on Sherman Hill to help eliminate snow drift- 
ing. Speed, caution and direction signs were also bought and 
arected. Also bought this year was the 2-wheel drive Chevrolet 
truck. We were fortunate in being able to work this truck steadily 
on the construction work last summer and also as a plow and sand- 
ing truck this winter. It’s earnings to date is not far from its pur- 


chase price.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Voters of the Town of Dover: 


One of the most pressing problems in education today is the 
teacher shortage. The situation is very critical with its greatest im: 
pact on rural communities. In a recent talk by the Commissione 
of Education, the following facts were presented with reference te 
Vermont elementary schools: 


1. The classrooms are overcrowded. There are over thirty pupil 
in more than one of every six classrooms. 

2. Nearly one teacher in every five holds a temporary certificate 

3. There are more teachers in their 40’s than in their 20’s < 
30’s combined. 
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To ease the situation, the State Board of Education has proposed 
a salary schedule to be considered by the present Legislature. The 
State Board of Education has also voted to recommend special state 
aid to cover all or part of the additional amount that must be paid 
by each local district. Regardless of the action taken by the Legis- 
lature on these proposed bills, teachers’ salaries will increase. 

High school tuition rates have increased. These rates are based 
on per pupil cost for current expenses. With the cost of textbooks, 
supplies, salaries, fuel, transportation, maintenance, and other serv- 
ices on the upward trend, high school tuition rates must by neces- 
sity follow accordingly. 

Your school directors and I have diligently worked on the pro- 
posed budget with our responsibility to the taxpayer in mind. Re- 
alizing that the recommended $3.40 school tax for the year 1957- 
1958 is a substantial increase over this year’s tax rate, we estimated 
a budget for the same period under existing conditions. This com- 
parative budget was very revealing. It would be necessary to add an 
additional room to the East Dover School and to employ a second 
teacher because of the increased enrollment. The elementary school 
tuition for the West Dover pupils would increase from the 1956- 
1957 figure of $1,400, to $3,410. High school tuition will increase 
in both cases from $4,610 to $6,825 because of increased cost and 
increased high school enrollment. We concluded that in either case 
the school tax rate would be relatively the same. To continue with 
existing conditions would be a temporary solution. Building a cen- 
tral school appears to be the logical solution and a basis on which 
we can plan for the future. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the East Dover School Club 
for their contribution toward the purchase of an audiometer for the 
district.

Dear Sir: 


The auditors of this town feel we would be remiss in our respon- 
sibilities to the town and to its supervisors if we did not offer to 
you suggestions we believe would improve town operations, finan- 
cial records, improve business practices or comply with state laws 
or regulations. We therefore submit the following items for your 
consideration. These items have been discussed with you in the 
course of the audit of the town accounts covering the year 1956. 

We cite Vt. Statutes of 1947, Section 3533 concerning the bond- 
ing of the overseers of the poor. 

Section 850 of the same statutes authorize the withholding of 
sums due persons delinquent in the payment of taxes. 

Section 3519 is, in our opinion, ample authority for the board of 
selectmen to file a wage schedule with the town clerk and we believe 
a change in the rates paid should require a change in the schedule. 
We cite this so that a town clerk is properly authorized to issue 
checks upon board authority. 

Where vouchers are filed in support of orders issued for payment 
it would improve the records, we believe, if such vouchers were 
signed to identify the person requesting the order. Where sums are 
due the town for material or services we urge the prompt issuance 
of bills so that the town may promptly receive reimbursement. 

We concur in your action looking toward workmen’s compensa- 
tion insurance coverage and trust you conclude this protection plan 
at an early date so that the town finances are protected. We trust 
that such coverage will extend to any person using town property 
whether or not in a salary status at time of accident. 

We assure you we are interested in the safeguarding of the town 
operation as it relates to finances and protection. Feel free to call 
upon us for such aid as you feel we may give within the sphere of 
our authority.

These services may be divided into three categories: Clinics and 
onferences, visits to homes, and other visits.

loses. 

29 children attended the medical conferences where opportunity 
as given for physical examination and protection against small- 
ox, diptheria, tetanus and: whooping cough. The success of these 
linics is dependent on the continued interest and support of the 
ommunity. We feel assured of this interest when people within 
he community take so much responsibility for the planning as w 2 
js assisting with the clinic. We joined with the community 1 
hanking Dr. C. G. Otis, Dr. Charles N. Leach, and Dr. Milton 
Volf for their continued interest and willingness to serve whenever 
sked.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


The fourth day of September was the most exciting and perhaps 
the most satisfactory feeling the School Directors in the Town of 
Dover have ever experienced —to open school on time in a new, 
modern schoolhouse, bringing together our West and East Dover 
children, 45 of them, and two very efficient teachers. : 

We have given a great deal of thought to our curriculum. It is 
our aim to have our children have the best and the most up-to-date 
textbooks. As a beginning, we ordered new Science books for Grade 
3 snrogeh 8 which, to our way of thinking, is a lack in our elementary 
schools. 

The Town Library has sent to the school the Junior library 
books. So the pupils now have access to about 150 fine books. The 
Library Trustees also gave $50.00 for the teachers to buy more books 
to be added to the Junior Library. We Directors also bought the 
Modern McGuffey Readers, one copy for each grade, for Grades 2 
through 7. We hope with all these fine books that the children will 
be stimulated to do more reading, which is greatly needed in future 
education. 

We wish to express our thanks to Mrs. Howard Rice and Mrs. 
Ernest Erickson for the fine books they gave to our school, to Mr. 
Erwin McLaughlin and Mr. Stephen Greene for the National Geo- 
graphic index and map file which they so generously added to the 
Junior Library; to the Library Trustees for meeting the reading 
needs of our pupils so foresightedly; to Mr. Smith Haughton for the 
three big boxes of geraniums to brighten the classrooms; to the West 
Dover Church Ladies for their stewardship of our West Dover School 
and for selling off the old desks so that we could invest in the 
McGuffey Readers; and to our Town Clerk, Helen Upton, who helps 
us in more ways than we can enumerate. ; 

The reason why we are asking for only a $3.00 School Tax this 
year is because we did not know that our first bond would not be due 
until January 1, 1959. Therefore, we have $3,000.00 on hand to 
redeem the first bond. |

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The State of Vermont has made great progress in the past year 
in solving the current teacher shortage problem. The education bills 
enacted by the General Assembly have a dual purpose: (1) to 
decrease the number of teachers who leave their present positions 
for more lucrative positions without the State; and, (2) to encourage 
high school graduates to enter the teaching profession. One of 
these bills, the present minimum salary law, provides the necessary 
holding-power and puts Vermont in a more favorable position to 
compete with other states for available teachers; and, it makes 
teaching a more attractive profession for high school students to 
pursue. It must be realized that we are not only in competition with 
other states for personnel to staff our schools, but also with industry. 
The real problem is not teacher shortage but manpower shortage. 
There just isn’t enough to go around. 


The results of the action taken by the General Assembly may 
not be immediately apparent. Time is the real test of any such 
action. There are some who feel that the minimums established are 
not sufficient to guarantee the objectives we seek. Regardless of this 
opinion, it cannot be denied that the action taken by the General 
Assembly is a step in the right direction. 


Briefly, the minimum salary law entitles a teacher to a minimum 
annual increase of $300 until he has reached his level according to 
training and experience as provided in the schedule that follows: 


TRAINING LEVELS EXPERIENCE LEVELS 
Less than 5 years 10 years 
College Preparation 5 years or more or more 
2 years 2700 3300 3800 
3 years 3100 3700 4200 
4 years 3400 4000 4500 
5 years 3700 4300 4800 


To assist the towns to meet these minimums, the basis for 
calculating state aid was changed from average daily attendance to 
average daily membership with a corresponding increase in the state 
aid formula in the following percentages: 

1957-1958 13 percent 1960-1961 22 percent 

1958-1959 18 percent 1961-1962 24 percent 

1959-1960 20 percent 


Our lawmakers should be complimented for their foresight and 
endeavor to solve one of the major problems confronting education.

The question arises then, “How can the town school district 
spend its money to get the most secondary education in return for 
its expenditures?”

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE

This is the twenty-second annual report which I have made to 
the citizens of Dover regarding State payments in your municipality 
of various types of assistance and welfare during 1957. The support 
and cooperation of town officers and people generally over this long 
period is gratefully acknowledged. We have some measure of 
responsibility for 12,000 individuals and annually spend about six 
million dollars. 


The total number of recipients in all four programs has not 
changed substantially for several years. Due to the extension of 
Social Security, the number receiving Old Age Assistance has 
declined but those receiving Aid to the Permanently and Totally 
Disabled have increased. Supplementation of inadequate amounts 
of Social Security benefits is an increasing role of Public Assistance. 
Towns and cities participate financially in two of the programs as 
indicated below. Administrative expenses for the four types of 
Public Assistance have always been among the lowest in the nation. 
In one state the recipient receives less than eighty-two cents out of 
the assistance dollar. In Vermont the recipient received ninety-six 
cents.

Dear Sirs: 


Following our conference with your board January 28th, this 
letter is submitted as information and record. 


We commend your action in deciding to use modern accounting 
forms for town records and thus take advantage of the experience of 
other similar town units. Your decision to bond the overseers of the 
poor seems to be in compliance with statutes and sufficient for town 
financial protection. We agree with you that the safes now in use 
at the town clerk’s office are too small to house all vital records of 
the town and that two or three of the oldest land record books might 
be temporarily stored in the vault at the Wilmington bank until a 
larger safe is installed. 


We urge you to take proper steps to collect sums due the town, 
including overdue bills, for services and delinquent taxes, especially 
where the debtor receives compensation from the town. We cite Sec. 
850 of the Vermont Statutes. We also suggest that where it seems 
probable that certain long outstanding taxes will not be collected, 
some action be taken looking toward abatement and removing those 
names from the annually published list of delinquents. 


We bring to your attention the fact that the insurance on the 
garage in East Dover has expired and you may wish to re-establish 
financial protection. We strongly urge uniform and specified pay- 
days for the issuance of salary checks, similar to the method now 
used by the school directors. This will substantially reduce the 
paper work, costs and the problem of storage of records. 


Again we assure you the auditors are interested in cooperating 
with all town officers with a view toward using improved methods, 
reduction of costs and protection of official funds. Please call upon 
us if we may be of assistance.

“Sec. 3499, Vt. Statutes as amended by No. 224, Acts of 1957. 

Section 2. A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of age, 
who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, including poll, is 
taken in a town at the annual assessment preceding a town meeting, 
and whose poll and old age assistance taxes due such town, were paid 
prior to January 1 preceding such town meeting, or who has attained

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


Our new school was certified by the State Department 
of education last June and the remainder of the 25% State 
Aid money paid in July. The State Aid included the build- 
ing, grounds, playground equipment, planting and lawyers’ 
feets. By taking advantage of seasonal and cash discounts 
and by investing the bond issue money in short term Certif- 
icates of Deposit we were able to pay for the playground 
equipment and furnish the third room which we shall need 
in September 1959. 

The last gaps in curriculum have been filled by ordering 
Social Studies text books. Mrs. Bauman, a qualified music 
teacher, is conducting two classes each week. The physical 
education gap was filled until mid-January by a Senior sent 
to us, free, from Marlboro College through the Ford Founda- 
tion. Now, Mt. Snow is giving our pupils the opportunity of 
having free skiing lessons every Tuesday. The new school 
has spurred the 'pupils to a new high in their yearly achieve- 
ment tests. 

On August 14, 1958, empowered by Article 13 at the 
1958 Town Meeting, we agreed to sell the East Dover School 
property to the East Dover Baptist Church, to be used as 
a community center, for $1,000. However, we were unable to 
complete the transaction because we found that the school 
land, although paid for by the School District, had been put 
in the name of the Town. We are asking for a transfer of the 
land to the School District at the coming Town Meeting so 
that we can complete the sale. 

We thank the School Club for installing a telephone in 
the school, Mrs. Lynes for her Steinway Concert piano which 
has made music lessons possible, the Spicers for symphony 
records, the Baumans for donating a Merry-Go-Round and 
for installing the playground equipment along with Clyde 

Jones, Mrs. Isbell for books, Mr. Walter Wilson for science 
pamphlets, the Library Trustees for the National Geograph- 
ic, Marlboro College for the Games Instructor, Mt. Snow for 
free skiing lessons, Halifax Electric for checking our elec- 
trical equipment, and Clinton Bond for checking the furnace 
and controls. The State Inspector, Architect and the Plan- 
ning Engineer have praised our teachers, pupils and janitor 
for the beautiful condition in which they found the building. 
| The thoughtful cooperation of Mrs. Helen Upton, our Super- 
intendent, the bus drivers, the news reporters and the par- 
ents have made our job a pleasant one. 

| If any of you has an old music rack which you would

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Recent world events have focused attention on education 
and what the schools are trying to accomplish. Laymen and 
professional educators are evaluating their schools and seek- 
ing ways of improving them. Regardless of the cause of 
this renewed interest in education, it is a healthy situation, 
for the public realizes that education is the backbone of our 
democracy. It is through education that we gain strength 
and prosperity. Thinking people stimulate interest in educa- 
tion and interest stimulates progress. 

It is the purpose of this brief report to stimulate greater 
interest and thought in the schools of the District. A recent 
publication by the National Education Association entitled, 
“How Good Are Your Schools?”, lists ten elements of a good 
school system. Individually or collectively, each is an excel- 
lent program theme for group discussion. These elements of 
an effective school system are: 1. A clearly defined and sound 
set of educational goals. 2. A balanced program planned for 
all learners. 3. A corps of competent, qualified teachers. 4. A 
competent administrative staff offering supervisory and spe- 
cial services. 5. Varied and modern instructional materials. 
6. Sufficient well-designed buildings and equipment. 7. A 
school climate which fosters high pupil morale. 8. Adequate 
financing. 9. A representative, forward-looking board of edu- 
cation. 10. Continuous, active citizen interest. 

Since the foundation of any school system is its organ- 
ization, one without an adequate administrative and super- 
visory staff cannot effectively meet the needs of all the chil- 
dren. Education is a complex process made up of individuals 
who are all different. Because of these differences, the school 
system must be organized to provide for the varied needs. 
Pupils’ interests, capacities, and limitations must be dis- 
covered. Pertinent information about each child must be 
compiled, recorded, and efficiently used. If we are to develop 
each pupil to the limit of his capacity, his problems and 
difficulties must be met with immediately. Educational, social, 
and personal counsel and instruction must be available when — 
needed. The curriculum must be constantly studied, im- ~ 
proved, and coordinated. To achieve these objectives, ade- 
quate supervisory and guidance services are necessary for 
the continued growth of each pupil and the improvement of 
education in the District. 


_ However, basic to the suggestion for more efficient ser-— 
vices for the schools of the District is a permanent central 
office to serve as a clearing house for activities of the District 
and a depository for all records and information. With im- 
proved organization, efficient instruction and effective learn- 
ing is inevitable. 

One of the responsibilities of the superintendent of 
schools is to recommend improvements in the educational 
program for consideration by the boards of education. In 
summary, the recommendations that will lead to improved 
instruction and the program as a whole are: 1. to establish a 
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central office with adequate facilities for the administration 
of the schools of the District and, 2. to employ a person to 
perform the necessary guidance services and to assist in the 
coordination of the curriculum.

This is the twenty-third annual report which I have 
made to the citizens of Dover regarding State payments in 
your municipality of various types of assistance and wel- 
fare during 1958. The support and cooperation of town offi- 
cers and people generally over this long period is gratefully 
acknowledged. 

This year marks the greatest improvement in the as- 
sistance programs since they were inaugurated many years 
ago. Due to an increase in Federal funds available to the 
State and a fortunate combination of circumstances it has 
been possible to lift the ceiling in the three adult programs 
from $63.00 to $75.00 a month and in the Aid to Dependent 
Children program to $45.00 for the eligible mother or rela- 
tive, $45.00 for the first child and $25.00 for each additional 
child. Our food budget allowances have also been increased. 
This not only furnishes more financial security to the in- 
dividuals themselves but should also relieve the towns and 
cities of much of the expense of supplementation. Although 
the bill has not passed the legislature at this writing, a pro- 
gram for nursing home care and limited hospitalization for 
eligible recipients of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the Blind 
and Aid to the Permanently and Totally Disabled has the 
endorsement of the town and city managers. This will re- 
lieve the town and cities of 65 percent of the cost for which 
they are currently obligated. No additional state appropria-

tion is proposed or required. Actually, the current total re- 
quests of the Department of Social Welfare for 1960-1961 
are less than was appropriated for 1958-1959.

VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1958 


Through the following programs the State Department 
of Health works with the Health Officer and other officials, 
doctors and local citizens on community health. This report 
summarizes many of the services rendered to Dover last 
year and indicates other services available. 

Child Health Services: 60 children attended; 3 well-child 
and school conferences organized by the public health nurse. 
There were 11 nutrition and dietetic consultations. At at- 
tending doctor’s request, 1 child received pediatric consulta- 
tion; 1 received hospital diagnosis. 8 children with orthope- 
dic, cardiac, plastic or neurological conditions received serv- 
ices or appliances through clinics for handicapped children 
and 1 was given financial aid toward the cost of hospitaliza- 
tion. 

Communicable Disease: 3 persons received chest x-rays; 
25 children received immunizing series, including booster 
injections, against diphtheria, whooping cough, and/or tet- 
anus. The immunizing series against poliomyelitis, including 
boosters, was given to 14 children and adults. 

Environment Sanitation: a sanitarian or sanitary en- 
gineer made 103 inspections-consultations at the town’s food 
and lodging places and 36 concerning water supply, sewage 
disposal, public buildings and other problems to protect 
health through improved town sanitation. : 

Health Education: All programs offer educational serv-.. 
ices. Pamphlets, films and speakers are available. A health 
reference library is maintained. The health educator con- 
sulted with many groups on health education programs, 
Puce or organizing to take action on local health prob- 
ems. 

Industrial Health: Services for chest x-rays in industry 
and inspections and consultations at industrial sites were 
available. 

Laboratory Services: As aids in the control of communi- 
cable disease, tests were performed an 21 water samples, 
0 food and dairy products, 28 blood specimens and 16 other 
specimens. Vaccines, antitoxins and biologicals were dis- 
tributed for protection against communicable diseases. 

Public Health Nursing: The public health nurse’s head- 
quarters is in Newfane. Assisted by local people, she served 
at well-child and school conferences, x-ray and immunization 
clinics. She visited homes, doctors and agencies, making 37 
visits on behalf of 16 persons and community health activi- 
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ties. Her service is an essential element in the department’s 
programs for health promotion, disease prevention, diag- 
nosis, treatment and education.

HEALTH REPORT 
Dover, Vt. 


General Health: The general health of the town is good. 
We had no serious epidemics during the year. Four births 
have been reported. Four deaths occurred. A total of 8 mar- 
riages have been recorded (two out of State). We have had 
the usual amount of common colds. 

Schools: The new school in Dover Common is in good 
condition. A telephone has been installed, which is a great 
aid to mothers in town, in case a youngster is ill and has to 
be picked up at school. 

A case of scarlet fever had been reported in early 
December. To prevent a breakout, the local school board 
decided to close the Dover Elementary School for one week. 
With penicillin shots administered to the immediate family 
the disease was controlled to just the one case. 

Commercial Lodges: Another ten new lodges opened for 
business this past year. Some enlarged their facilities. The 
local health board is leaving all health inspection to the in- 
spector from the Sanitary Engineering Dept. This inspector 
made 103 inspections at the town’s food and lodging places, 
and 36 concerning the water supply, and sewage disposal. 

Child Health Service: 60 children attended 3 well-child 
and school conferences. 8 children with orthopedic, cardiac, 
plastic or neurological conditions received services. 14 chil- 
dren and 4 adults were immunized against poliomyelitis 
(including boosters). 3 persons received chest x-rays, 25 
children received immunizing series against dipthera, whoop- 
ing cough and/or tetanus.

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LISTERS’ REPORT 
1958 Quadrennial Appraisal 


For some years there had been widespread expressions 
of opinion by taxpayers that the real estate assessments had 
gotten out of line for one reason or another over a period of 
time and that therefore the tax burden was not being fairly 
distributed. Most of the dissatisfaction had arisen since the 
1954 Quadrennial shortly after which a sizeable boom had 
developed in property values in some parts of town as the 
result of the beginning of the ski development in the last 
half of 1954. 

The listers agreed with the opinions so expressed and, 
as they did not consider themselves technically qualified to 
do the expert job required, they, after careful study, rec- 
ommended a solution in the form of an article in the warn- 
ing for the 1958 Town Meeting. 

The vote on the article was 75 to 18 in favor of hiring 
outside appraisers to re-value all real estate at a cost not to 
exceed $7,000. 

The listers, after considering numerous possibiities, rec- 
ommended to the Selectmen the firm of J. M. Cleminshaw 
Company because of their high reputation for town re-ap- 
praisal work. The Selectmen entered into a contract with 
them to do the complete job for $5,175. It was decided to 
have the re-appraisal done as part of the 1958 Quadrennial. 

Only four, Mt. Snow, Halifax Electric, and two private 
property owners appealed to the Tax Commissioner. At the 
time of writing this report the Windham County Appeal 
Board had not announced their decisions in the cases appear- 
ing before them. 

Considering the completeness of the overhaul of all the 
property valuations, we feel that the nearly 99% of accept- 
lances indicate that the appraisers hired by the town have 
idone an excellent job.

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QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS 


“Sec. 3499, Vt. Statutes as amended by No. 224, Acts of 
1957. 


Section 2. A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of 
age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, includ- 
ing poll, is taken in a town at the annual assessment preced- 
ing a town meeting, and whose poll and old age assistance 
taxes due such town, were paid prior to January 1 preced- 
ing such town meeting, or who has attained the age of 
twenty-one years subsequent to the last annual assessment 
and resided in the town since April 1 last preceding, or who 
is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall be a voter in 
town meeting while residing in such town, provided, however, 
that the assessment of a special poll tax shall not effect the 
qualification for voting. Such citizen, if a resident of an in- 
corporated village within such town, shall not vote in town 
meeting for road commissioner unless at least fifteen per 
cent of the last highway tax of such incorporated village 
has been paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the 
highways of the town outside of such incorporated village. 
A person qualified to vote in town meeting under the pro- 
visions of this secetion shall be qualified to vote in all other 
municipal meetings.”

On Secondary Education 

A relatively few years ago, only the more fortunate com- 
pleted their high school education. ‘The most fortunate con- 
tinued their education after graduating from high school to 
become our professional, industrial, and civic leaders. ‘Those, 
who for one reason or another had to terminate their education 
before high school graduation, found opportunities for employ- 
ment either in agriculture or industry. A few achieved success 
and became leaders in their chosen field and in their communi- 
ties despite the lack of a formal education. 

Today’s youth needs a high school education. Because of 
the changing times, the opportunities of yesteryear are lacking. 
There are very few desirable opportunities for the youth of 
high school age. Employers require at least a high school educa- 
tion. Even the military services encourage enlistees to go back 
and finish high school. 
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Recently, a group of citizens, who are concerned about 
secondary education in the area, released an unbiased report of 
a two year study. This group recognizes the faithful service 
provided by Leland and Gray Seminary to a core of towns in 
the area for the past one hundred twenty-five years. However, it 
also recognizes the limitations of a private institution. Because 
the control and operation of the institution is not the respon- 
sibility of the voters, and because of certain statutory limita- 
tions, secondary education is not financially possible for all 
youth. The cost of tuition over and above the legal minimum, 
transportation, books and supplies, prevent some from attend- 
ing high school or places an unnecessary burden on the family 
of others. High school education is no longer a personal matter. 
It is everyone’s concern, everyone's responsibility. 

One of the recommendations in this report is the formation 
of a union high school district. The advantages of this type of 
organization which are worthy of your consideratioon are: 

(1) The control and operation of the high school would be 

the responsibility of the voters. 

(2) Secondary education would be integrated with ele- 
mentary education. ‘The transition from elementary, 
junior high, and senior high would be a smooth, unin- 
terrupted process. Education through high school would 
require a minimum of pupil adjustment. 

(3) A central administrative office with adequate facilities 
and adequately staffed would be possible. 

(4) Much needed guidance and counseling services and 
improved supervisory services would be possible. 

(5) A more economical system of transportation on a district 
basis for elementary and high school would be possible. 

(6) With an increase in high school enrollment, the per 
pupil cost for a similar education would decrease. At 
the present time (January 1, 1960) there are 207 pupils 
enrolled in a high school or academy. The distribution 
follows: (Windham Central District, only) 


Leland and Gray 117 Northfield 2

The only high school in Windham Central District 
serves 56°% of the pupils who are presently enrolled in 
a high school or academy. The percentage of pupils 
served by Leland and Gray would be less if the non- 
attenders and drop-outs were included in the count. 

(7) When construction is necessary, state aid for construc- 
tion (30% of the total cost) and bonding is only pos- 
sible for this area under a union district organization. 

I offer the above for your careful consideration. It is a diff- 
cult decision to make. It involves tradition; an institution that 
has faithfully served the area for many years. However, PROG- 
RESS AND ECONOMY THROUGH UNITY also deserves 
study. ;

Elementary School 


This year we are using the third classroom and have been 
fortunate in finding Mr. Frank De Falco to teach the upper 
grades and to be Principal. The outmoded arithmetic texts have 
been replaced with attractive new ones which both teachers and 
pupils enjoy. We have also bought the Encyclopedia Britannica 
Jr., four excellent dictionaries and more music books. By selling 
the old school organ and the grand piano, by permission of its 
donor, Mrs. Lynes, and with the substantial help of the School 
Club, we were able to buy a small portable piano. The tele- 
phone, the gift of the School Club for a year and a quarter is 
now our financial responsibility. 

We have set up a very satisfactory schedule for investing our 
school tax and state aid money, until needed, in short term Cer- 
tificates of Deposit and ‘Treasury Bills yielding from 3 to 
es 

In response to our request for books we have had some won- 
deful presents from the Greenes, the Spicers, Mrs. Mary Bryant 
Mosher and a much needed gift of books of Christmas Carols 
from Halifax Electric Co-op. Mrs. Andrews has sent us a set of 
Prof. Andrews American Colonial History, the first volume of 
which won the Pulitzer Prize in 1935. All four volumes are auto- 
graphed and inscribed to our school. Helen Upton, our School 
Treasurer, Superintendent Lylis and the School Club give us 
invaluable help each year. We also thank Mt. Snow for ski 
lessons, the Duncans for baseballs, Marjorie Hescock and Betty 
Hall for setting up a system of quick telephone communication 
with parents and Clinton Bond for his faithful tending of the 
furnace. Our fine teachers, students, bus drivers, janitors, news 
reporters and parents help us to make Dover the best school 
possible. 


This year we shall need $20,621.72 in tax money for school 

expense. 

Re: WARNING PERTAINING TO HIGH SCHOOL 

EDUCATION 

The various studies in which your School Board members 
have participated have made us aware of the fact that small 
school districts such as ours, having no high school of its own, are 
increasingly finding themselves without a guarantee of perma- 
nent facilities. There is no question but that this could happen 
to us. 

Here is the number of possible high school students Dover 
will have for the next ten years, based on today’s statistics:

Brattleboro Union High School now has 1146—Capacity 
1500. 


Wilmington High School now has 92—ideal capacity *100. 
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*Wilmington School directors tell us that even though they 
can accommodate a few more than “ideal,” they still cannot 
guarantee us room after 1962. Incidentally, their peak year in 
1966 coincides with our own. 

The question is, can we continue to do nothing, and take 
our chances on finding spaces for students in outside high 
schools? Your School Directors unanimously agree that we should 
not. We strongly recommend that Dover take action, either to 
join an existing Union High School District, or form a new 
Union District with neighboring towns. It is only through be- 
longing to a Union that we can be assured of permanence of 
high school education. 

The Valley Study Group has completed their two-year study, 
and is asking the nine valley towns to vote on April 5th as to 
whether or not they would like to join together in forming a 
new school district. (See V.S.S.G. report elsewhere in this book.) 
Before scheduling such a special meeting in Dover, we want to 
find out which course of action the citizens of Dover wish its 
School Board to take. 

Accordingly we submit these three questions for discussion 
and ask you to vote on one of the alternatives at regular town 


meeting. 
1. Shall we seek admission into the Brattleboro Union 
District? 


2. Shall we officially ask Wilmington High School Directors 
if they would be willing to conduct an extended study 
with us, with the possibility of joining with them into 
a Union District? 

3. Shall we ask our Selectmen to schedule a special meeting 
for April 5th so that the townspeople can vote yes or no 
to joining with the Valley towns in the formation of that 
new district? If we are ready for this vote, do we wish to 
stipulate in the Union Charter that part of our town be 
allowed to go elsewhere (i.e.: West Dover to Wilming- 
ton) if it so desires? 

We ask that you give this your serious consideration and be 

eady to express your opinion. Thank you.

REPORT OF THE VALLEY SCHOOL STUDY 
GROUP 


Since last year at this time, the Valley School Study Group 
has completed its study of secondary educational opportunities 
in the West River Valley. The facts have been compiled, printed 
in brochure form and copies sent to the tax-payers of each of 
the nine towns; Brookline, Dover, Jamaica, Londonderry, New- 


fane, Stratton, ‘Townshend, Wardsboro and Windham. 

On the basis of the facts studied, the Group recommonded 
that these nine towns join together to form a union high school 
district as soon as possible. Three alternative plans were sug- 
gested and comparative charges for each shown. These facts were 
presented to you to give you the information on which to form 
your opinion. You will be asked to express your opinion on 
April 5, 1960 by voting on whether or not Dover should join 
together with other neighboring towns to form a union high 
school district. 

Your study committee has made a thorough study of all the 
relevant facts and has concluded that the formation of a union 
high school district in the West River Valley area is the plan by 
which we can best utilize our tax dollars to provide; the most 
education for the greatest number at reasonable cost, and per- 
manence of opportunity for future citizens. 

The decision the towns make on April 5th could very well 
be the turning point in the history and development of our 
valley community. 

In making your decision to vote, remember; voting YES to 
join a Union does not commit the Union to a bond issue or 
building program. No commitment of this kind can be made 
without a special vote. A Yes vote to join a Union simply means 
that you are willing for your town to incorporate, or work 
together with neighboring towns, to provide an adequate, per- 
manent high school facility, which shall be financially within 
our means. 

Until we know the size of the Union, we can not determine 
the size building or extent of the facilities needed. Decisions 
involving expenditure for buildings would necessarily be made 
by you at a later time.

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VERMONT STATE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
ANNUAL TOWN REPORT, 1959 


The health of the town of Dover is the concern of its citi- 
zens, its doctors, health officer, selectmen and the State Depart- 
ment of Health. 

Through its various programs the State Department of 
Health staff works with and for local people on community 
health, operating on both local and state levels. This letter is a 
report of the State Health Department services and programs 
your town used. 

With the aim of keeping children well and helping handi- 
capped children, well-child and school conferences were at- 
tended by 32 children. Nutrition and dietary consultations 
numbered 1*. At the request of attending doctors 1* received 
hospital diagnosis, 5 with orthopedic, cardiac, plastic or neuro- 
logical conditions received services or appliances through clinics 
for handicapped children. 

In the effort to control communicable diseases 2 persons 
received chest X-rays; 26 children received immunizations, in- 
cluding boosters, against diphtheria, whooping cough and /or 
tetanus. Polio immunizations, including boosters, were given 23 
children and adults. The State Laboratory performed tests on 31 
water samples, 23 blood specimens and 24 other specimens. Vac- 
cines, anti toxins and biologicals were distributed for protection 
against communicable diseases. 

There were 245 sanitary inspections or consultations made 
at the town’s food and lodging places and 36 concerning water 
supply, sewage disposal, public buildings and other problems, 
to protect health through improved town sanitation. 

Mental health services, through guidance clinics, educational 
meetings or consultations, were received by 1* persons and 
groups. Under the community mental health program to develop 
local projects for prevention, treatment or education in mental 
health, financial assistance and stafl consultations are available. 

All programs in the department offer educational services. 
Pamphlets, films, a news release and information services and 
speakers are available. A health educator is available to help 
town groups study their health problems and plan educational 
programs. 

The Public Health nurse, with headquarters in Newfane, 
served at well-child and school conferences, X-ray and immuniza- 
tion clinics, assisted by local people. She visited homes, doctors 
and agencies, making 54 visits on behalf of 16 persons and com- 
munity health activities. Her service is an essential element in 
the department’s program for health promotion, disease preven- 
tiaon, diagnosis, treatment and education.

“Sec. 3499, Vt. Statutes as amended by No. 224, Acts of 1957. 

Section 2. A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of age, 
who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, including poll, 
is taken in a town at the annual assessment preceding a town 
meeting, and whose poll and old age assistance taxes due such 
town, were paid prior to January | preceding such town meet- 
ing, or who has attained the age of twenty-one years subsequent 
to the last annual assessment and resided in the town since April 
| last preceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, 
shall be a voter in town meeting while residing in such town, 
provided, however, that the assessment of a special poll tax shall 
not effect the qualifications for voting.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT OF 1959 


1. Subject No. 1 Roads. 

SA No. 1 between East and West Dover that we voted to get 
on its way has had many hours spent on acquiring signatures 
for turning land over to the town. Nearly all of the “rights of 
way” of property for a four-rod road have been assigned over to 
the Town of Dover by the land owners for one dollar each. It 
has taken much longer than anticipated to acquire this land. 
Late in the year it became necessary for the selectmen to turn 
over the project to a lawyer in order to straighten out a few 
difficulties arising between several land owners and the Town. 
These owners felt that the town had offered them inadequate 
compensation for their land. State employed appraisers fur- 
nished final figures of appraisal to these owners. At present the 
lands that were affected are under legal condemnation and are 
being handled by the Vermont State Laws governing such ac- 
tion. It is expected that work will begin early this spring on the 
entire project. 

2. Relocation of Routes No. 8. 

Many rumors and many unofficial statements have been 
made concerning the relocation of Route No. 8 past Mt. Snow. 

The situation as it stands now is: The State, at its own ex- 
pense, expects to take out the bad curve at the Handle inter- 
section. 

The Highway Board has started layout and engineering on 
an access road up to the Mt. Snow entrance from the Sweeney 
property. A center line will be layed out through to Route No. 
8, and the project will be studied.

If this short Legislative period opens for a hearing on 
Ski Area Access Roads, Mt. Snow project will be heard for 
special appropriations. As yet the Selectmen have not com- 
mitted the town to the expenditure of any monies; although it 
is the feeling of the Selectmen at present, that, Safety-, Tax-, 
and Future-wise this relocation would be extremely advan- 
tageous to the town. 

3. State Aid Road No. 4. 

This construction work will continue between West Dover 
and Dorr Litch property; much of this road is almost ready for 
blacktop, and this will be surfaced. 

Making travel safer for the school busses is most important 
to all concerned. 

4. ‘Town Dumping. 

This past year has shown us that this problem is a major 
one and should be studied carefully. We did lease the Dorr 
Fitch property; and we are trying to keep it from becoming an 
eyesore. What the town really neds is property off the main 
road. If anyone knows of suitable land please inform the Select- 
men. The East Dover dump on the Scott property was closed 
officially due to many circumstances; although it is more feasable 
for the town to have just one dumping area and to maintain it 
properly. If this can be done, it will save money and lessen the 
danger of fires and condemnation.

For the past four months I have 
spent my time becoming acquainted with the schools of the dis- 
trict. It is my firm conviction that adequate school leadership can 
best be achieved through frequent visits to the classrooms by the 
superintendent. 


Since any organization must have goals toward which it can 


work, I have chosen the following areas of emphasis for the next 
year:

Improvement of Mathematics Achievement. On a district- 
wide scale we have found a weakness in arithmetical skills. 
Our students cannot be called “‘poor’ in mathematics but 
we feel that they are capable of better work. 


Greater use of available Federal Funds. As many know, the 
federal government, through the National Defense Educa- 
tion Act of 1958, reimburses half of any district expenses for 
mathematics, science and foreign language teaching aids. 
Science and mathematics instruction should profit im- 
mensely from wise utilization of this program. 


Revision of Social Studies Teaching in the Upper Grades. 
In 1959 the Vermont State Department of Education pub- 
lished a social studies curriculum guide for grades 1-8 which 
received national recognition. It is still considered one of 
the nation’s best teaching outlines. The outline directs that 
“Africa, the awakening continent,’ be studied for 3 weeks, 
that the “Nations of Asia” be studied for 9 weeks and that 
“Mexico, Central America and the West Indies” be covered 
in 4 weeks. The trouble spots in our world receive less than 
one-fifth of our social studies teaching. This is not a criti- 
cism of the guide but an illustration of the changes in the 
world situation since 1959. 

The future of our country deems it advisable for us to 
impress newly independent countries (15 new African na- 
tions in 1960) with our knowledge of their problems. Ele- 
mentary school social studies programs are the sole founda- 
tion of any country’s knowledge of other areas of the world. 

Because of the facts stated above, our social studies-cur- 
rent events programs need to be supplemented. 


At this time I wish to thank the school directors, teachers, 


pupils and other citizens who have assisted me in my efforts of 
the past few months.

During the past year the School District has supplied the 
school with the following needed equipment and materials:

We are again grateful to Mt. Snow for giving free ski lessons 
to our students, and to the School Club for arranging the trans- 
portation. We also want to express our sincere thanks to the 
many people who continue to show interest in the school. Their 
helpfulness and cooperation is much appreciated. 


The School Board recommends a tax rate of $2.02.

I am taking the liberty of enclosing this memorandum with 
our Report of Expenditures of assistance to residents of your 
town or city. Because the towns have been involved with a shar-

ing of expenditures in new programs, i.e., the Nursing Home 
Care Program and the Limited Hospitalization Program, there 
might exist some confusion in the minds of local officials with 
respect to publishing names of recipients as to these programs, 


Publication of those names of persons where assistance is 
provided by the State and/or Federal Government and Towns 
each sharing a part of the cost, is prohibited by both the Fed- 
eral Law and our own. (Title 33, Section 20 and 21). Examples of 
these cases where the names should not be published are those 
programs listed in the enclosed report and the Nursing Home 
and Limited Hospitalization programs. 


These two latter programs are really not separate programs 
but are included as a part of Old Age Assistance, Aid to the 
Disabled and Aid to the Blind. The totals in our report as to 
these programs include expenditures for Nursing Home Care 
and Limited Hospitalization. 


I would very much appreciate your attention to not using 
the names of persons in your Town Reports where the same 
would be a violation of the law.

QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS 


“Sec. 3499, Vt. Statutes as amended by No, 224, Acts of 1957. 

Section 2. A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of age, 
who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, including poll, 
is taken in a town at the annual assessment preceding a town 
meeting, and whose poll and old age assistance taxes due such 
town, were paid prior to January | preceding such town meet- 
ing, or who has attained the age of twenty-one years subsequent 
to the last annual assessment and resided in the town since April 
1 last preceding, or who is exempt from taxation for any cause, 
shall be a voter in town meeting while residing in such town, 
provided, however, that the assessment of a special poll tax shall 
not effect the qualifications for voting. Such citizen, if a resident 
of an incorporated village within such town, shall not vote in 
town meeting for road commissioner unless at least fifteen per 
cent of the last highway tax of such incorporated village has 
been paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the high- 
ways of the town outside of such incorporated village. A person 
qualified to vote in town meeting under the provisions of this 
section shall be qualified to vote in all other municipal meet- 
ings.”

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 1961 
1. STATE AID ROADS 


State Aid Projects: Wilmington line to Mt. Snow. 

Over the past year of 1960-61 you have noticed that it be- 
came necessary for the safety of the public to use much soil ce- 
ment on heavily traveled Route #8. For the past two springs the 
surface of this road turned into mud, although it was black 
topped, with much assistance from the State of Vermont and 
some town funds, soil cement was used and a new surface was 
put over it. A few areas are yet to be worked on. 


29. STATE AID PROJECT 


S. A. 4 from West Dover to Door Fitch Bridge. 

Black top was put on for approximately 3/8 of a mile. A 
guard rail fence is there and road much improved, towards Dover 
Common from West Dover. Resurfacing with gravel and widen- 
ing was also done by Richard Holland and before too long S. A. 4 
will be completed, if improvement continues. 


3. STATE AID PROJECT 


Route #8 North of Junction to Mt. Snow. 

Resurfacing continued and more gravel was put down dur- 
ing the past summer. Better drainage was also put beneath the 
road in places along with ditching. 


Town, State and Federal Projects 


1. STATE AID No. | East Dover to Wilmington Town Line. 


Project under Contractor Patterson is well on it’s way. The 
selectmen want to thank Mr. Patterson for his fine cooperation 
in keeping a safe flow of traffic over this project, while building 
at the same time. Very few interruptions were reported although 
at times the weather was not in the contractors favor. This proj- 
ect will be finished this summer. Our State Aid construction 
money and two thousand per year of tax money will continue 
for two more years as payment. 


2. RELOCATION Sweeney Corner to Mt. Snow. 


The selectmen and voters have committeed the Town to the 
expenditure of monies for this project. Also to acquire the right 
of ways through lands that this road is to run. The project 1s at 
present contracted by the State of Vermont to Mr. Dailey of 
Bennington, Vt. Project runs approximately | mile north of 
Sweeney Corner, and is the first phase of the project. 


Town Highways 


This past summer projects were worked on all our roads 
under the supervision of our Road Commissioners, East Dover, 
Dover, and West Dover. Town roads are continuing to be 
gravelled, and made wider along with bridge and culvert instal- 
lations. It is of course impossible to do every job each person 
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would like to see accomplished. It is unreasonable to split the 
money too fine, on too many projects, or nothing would be done 
right. Along with the district Road Engineer and the Road 
Commissioners the Selectmen try to put the money where it is 
most needed. 


Town Dumping 


The Town of Dover is very fortunate in having such a good 
attendant. It’s most likely the only area of its kind where a per- 
son can stop to dump trash and have a real hello given you along 
with a smile. I believe you will all agree that it is kept in fine 
condition and safe from fire spreading. Thanks to Mr. Tom 
Holland. More work is to be done on this project to make it 
easier and cleaner yet, with more fill and fencing. 


Projects for 1961-62 


1. New Town Roads should be added to our system. 
2. Some old roads should be turned into trails. 


3. More work should be done on Town Buildings, heating, 
water supplies, and bath rooms. 


4. Speed limits should be set by the State. 
5. Equipment has to be maintained, sold, or bought. 


These are things that could easily be accomplished, if those 
who are in office, have the cooperation and respect of the voters. 
Petitions, hearings, and courts are democratic, that’s for sure. If 
you are accomplishing something and not just spending Town 
money foolishly. A year is short enough in time, unless this 
Town starts working together.

To choose all Town and School District Officers 
required by law to be elected at the March Meeting. 


Article 5. To see what salaries the Town will vote to pay 
its officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. Shall spirituous liquors be sold in Town. Shall 
license for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted in 
this ‘Town. 


Article 7. To see if the Town School District will vote money 
to defray the expenses and liabilities of said Town School Dis- 
trict, and if so, how much. 


Article 8. To see if the Town School District will authorize 
the School District to borrow money on notes of the Town School 
District in anticipation of taxes due in the year 196]. 


Article 9. To see what salaries and expenses the Town 
School District will vote to pay its officers for the coming year. 


Article 10. To see if the Town School District will vote to 
pay full tuition to Brattleboro Union District High School, Wil- 
mington High School or Leland and Gray Seminary and the le- 
gal minimum to all other secondary schools within or without 
the state. 


Article 11. To see what action the Town School District 
wants its School Directors to take regarding High School educa- 
tion for its future pupils. 


Article 12. Will the Town authorize the Selectmen to ac- 
quire by gift or purchase land for a municipal forest to promote 
reforestation, water conservation and good forest practice. 


Article 13. To see what action the Town will take in re- 
gards to paying expenses of outside fire departments during the 
year 1961. How much will the Town vote to appropriate for 
same. 

Article 14. To see how the Town will apportion the receipts 
from the Green Mountain National Forest. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to borrow money on notes of the Town in anticipation of taxes 
due in the year 1961. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise money to 
defray the expenses and liabilities of said Town, if so, how much. 

Article 17. To see how much the Town will vote to ap- 
propriate for highway purposes. 


Article 18. To vote by ballot to see if the Town will ap- 
prove the Ordinance to take local control of outdoor advertising 
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as granted to any Town in Chapter 173 VTS. under the compre- 
hensive plan drawn up by the Selectmen to conserve the value of 
property, and encourage appropriate use of land and public 
highways. 

Article 19. Move that the Selectmen be authorized to take 
such action in regards to stream pollution as is necessary to have 
Dover comply with the Acts of the State Legislature.
